tenance, and, in the case of destitute members 
of the profession, there would be but ten shillings 
a week to live upon. Before the war it could, 
perhaps, have been managed, but to-day it is 
out of the question. The executors fully realise 
that and hope to be able to exercise the discretion 
which Sir John gave them and increase the sum 
to a suitable one 

But there is no means of varying the five shillings 
a week income limit definitely laid down in the 
will. There are however means of overcoming 
an apparently insuperable difficulty such as this 
Nurses formerly employed in institutions and 
drawing pensions exceeding {13 a year could, if 
otherwise eligible, and awarded one of the cottages 
by the executors, apply to have their pension 
reduced to that figure—an advantage both to the 
institution and to the nurse. If a nurse is eligible 
except for having more income, she should 
apply for a cottage, at the same time making 
mention of her small pension and stating that 
she anticipates having no trouble in getting it 
reduced to £13 a year in the event of a cottage 
being awarded her. But not until the cottage has 
been definitely settled upon her should she make 
any advances to her former employers in regard 
to the amount of pension or allowance she receives 
Nurses in receipt of the old age pension who ar 
eligible should apply, as the receipt of the pension 
would automatically stop if they were awarded 
carrying with it the paymen 
shillings a week, so that thei 
income, as.a cottage-holder, would be nil

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NURSING NOTES. 
NURSING COUNCIL ELECTIONS. 

Ir has, we notice, been officially suggested to 
the G.N.C. for Scotland that its members Shall 
retire in October or November. It will no doubt 
be considered desirable that the elections of the 
new Nursing Councils should take place simul- 
taneously and we anticipate that a similar sugges- 
tion will shortly be made to the G.N.C. for England 
and Wales. The Minister of Health, as has already 
been stated, is in receipt weekly of a statement 
showing the progress of Registration upon which 
the forthcoming elections entirely depend. It 
would obviously be unsatisfactory and unjusti- 
fiable that the election in England should take 
place before a sufficiently healthy register had 
been compiled. But we anticipate that by October 
that will be so. Inany case the election must take 
place before December 23rd. The new Council 
will last for five years and the election will be an 
important event in the annals of the profession. 


THE REGISTERED LETTERS. 

THE Scottish G.N.C. has apparently experienced 
less difficulty than the English G.N.C. in settling 
the question of the letters which shall adorn the 
uniforms of registered nurses. It has decided 
that R.G.N. shall designate the nurse on the 
general part of the register; R.M.N., the mental 
nurse; R.N.M.D., the mental and defective nurse ; 
R.S.C.N., the sick-children’s nurse; and R.F.N., 
the fever nurse. These letters appear to us to 
be particularly appropriate. Last month the 
English Nursing Council was recommended to 
adopt the letters S.R.N. (State Registered Nurse), 
for the nurse on the general part of the regis er; 
R.M.N., for the mental nurse; R.C.N., for the sick- 
children’s nurse; and R.F.N., for the fever nurse, 
but the recommendation was referred back prim- 
arily because the only nurse called “ State Regis- 
tered ’’ was the general nurse, and the distinction 
was rightly, we consider, not looked upon with 
favour. We do not think the Committee can do 
better when making a further recommendation, 
as it will do in the matter, than adopt the letters 
agreed upon by the Scottish Council. It is very 
desirable, in fact almost essential to our minds, 
that they should be similar. 


NAVAL NURSING. 

WitH reference to a letter from a Naval Sistet 
on page 595 we may state that are not in 
ignorance of the nursing service nor of the way 
the patients are nursed in the Navy, and we 
consider it would be greatly to the advantage of 
these hospitals if the’ members of the servic:

A NATIONAL NURSING SCHEME. 

\r a conference of representatives of the local 
branches of approved societies and the Burgh 
Insurance Committee held recently m Aberdeen 
it was decided to urge that steps be taken now to 
promote a national nursing scheme as part of the 
medical benefits available to insured perso 
under the National Health Insurance Acts, a0¢ 
suggested that representation be made to the 
Government and the Scottish Board of Health 
to promote such legislation or regulations 48 MY 
be required to place the scheme on a national bass. 
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There can be no doubt as to the wisdom of this 
proposal, which we sincerely hope w ill be looked 
ypon with the utmost favour and carried out with 
sromptitude. Nursing is as important as medical 
attention, and in many cases more so and no 
more beneficial way of spt nding the money avail 
able could be found Pending the establishment 
of a general scheme the conference recommended 
that approved societies should assist such volun- 
tary associations as are providing nursing services 
Some members of the conference wanted a nursing 
scheme for all, but obviously that would be a 
gigantic and costly undertaking, and the con- 
<deration of it has been deferred. From far and 
wide one hears that approved societies thoroughly 
appreciate the value of proper nursing and are 
contributing towards its provision. But, as one 
of the speakers at the conference said, overlapping 
is bound to occur when arrangements are made 
piece-meal. Undoubtedly the national scheme, 
for which money is available, is the best method. 
We wish the proposal every success

EEP yourself 
Bh, yew’ iteole 
your pluck. 

Look upon yourself, not as 20, 30, or 40 years 
old, but as 20, 30, or 40 Springs young. Don't 
let your sympathy die out, however heavily it 
may be taxed, nor your enthusiasm, nor your 
optimism. Behind the unrest and selfishness, of 
which the world of to-day exhibits so much, and 
which has such paralysing results, there lurks one 
of the greatest sins—the sin of despair. As the 
Japanese proverb says, ‘It’s the melancholy 
face gets stung by the bee.””

of the open-mindedness for which he was famous. 

Don't cross bridges till you come to them 
remember that, as the old woman said, “ Of all the 
troubles in my life three-quarters never happened.’ 
It is almost impossible to exaggerate the unimpor- 
tance of many things that happen. When real 
troubles come look straight into the light, and the 
shadows will all lie behind you. 

Cultivate the art of suffering fools gladly and 
answeling them according to their folly. It is 
extraordinary what a lot of crass ignorance there 
is to be found in all classes—and even among 
people who are awfully nice. 

Choose your friends wisely, and then keep them. 
By your friends you shall be known. As you 
grow older it becomes less easy to make new 
friendships that really grip. 

Therefore don’t quarrel with people. Anger 
has been well called ‘‘ brief madness,” and jealousy 
is the same. It is foolish, and though common, 
it is a very expensive luxury. 

Try rather to see the bone of contention from 
the other fellow’s point of view. His information, 
his experience, his tastes may all be so different 


from yours. And after all said and done, his 
way may well be good though different from 
yours. We all see life from a different angle. 


So cultivate toleration; It takes all sorts to | 
make a world, and we can’t live entirely among | 
masterpieces.

And your sense of proportion. This ma, 
perhaps require some cultivation, for the ¢arh 
periods of life are apt to be dominated by th, 
considerations of the heart rather than by thoy 
of the head. 

The capacity to see and to grasp your oppor- 
tunities comes nnder this head. Opportunities 
come to all—don’t let there be any doubt abou 
that. 

Some people expect to be told of their Oppor- 
tunities, awakened from their slumbers and pushed 
into action; others have a flair for spotting an 
opportunity and acting upon it promptly, and 
In proportion to its nmportance. 

I shall pass this way but once; if there is 
anv good thing or kindness I can do let me éo it 
now’, for I shall not pass along this way agair 

Keep money considerations in their propa 
place. Money is an essential consideration in thy 
world of to-day, but it should not be erected above 
its proper level. We have already seen there 
are some things which are above all money—healt! 
happiness, straight-dealing, are a few. 

And if you have cultivated a sense of proportion 
you will be temperate in thought and word as well 
as in deed; you will be moderate and tolerant of 
others who think differently; you will not 
averse from the use of the good things put into 
this life, but you will recognise the 
difference between using them and ab-using them 

In politics, in religion, in love, in tastes and 
feelings and views what diversity ! and what a 
good thing we don’t all desire just the same objects 
How fierce a contest our life would have to be— 
yet how dull and unvaried! How monotonous! 
Thank goodness, Nature abhors monotony and 9 
it comes about that there are many quite me 
fellows who hold views diametrically opposed to 
one’s own! 

Finally, never look back with regret. Old, 
unhappy far-off things must recur to one’s mind 
sometimes, but don’t brood over them—the habit 
tends to make you a back number. How break 
such a habit? Well, by cultivating what I call 
‘Switch thoughts,” of a happy or useful nature. 
Memory has been well said to consist in the at 
of forgetting. 

By all means look back and get all the benefit 
you can out of any experience, and admit that 
you have made a wrong move and determine 
never to repeat that mistake, but regret is as vail 
as crying over spilt milk, and if indulged m & 
courages the adoption of that irritating attitude 
of mind which is forever starting its thoughts 
with those two pernicious words “ if only.” Why 
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aj] these words pernicious? Bee ause they are so 
~otent for harm that they should be rigidly excluded 
_¢specially from the vocabulary of our profession 
which has to deal with facts as we find them. 

Several of the points I have stressed may seem 
»» some of you extraordinarily small; my belief 
that it is these things that count most, just as 
the poet spoke of “the hundred nameless little 
uts of love ” which are so apt to get dropped out 
of our daily life as though there was no continued 
need for them. Little things are often said to 
olease little minds—yes, but watch and you will 
ve that one of the characteristics of true greatness 
is the ability still to be pleased with little things. 
Religion is a matter too private for such a 
athering and such an occasion as this. I always 
admire the way Disraeli kept his secrecy on that 
meat topic. The reply he gave, when one of the 
dies who exercised great influence over him, think 
ing that she had a good opportunity of extracting a 
elaration upon the vexed question as to which 
rdigion he really subscribed to, dared to say, “ Now 
» tell me—what is your religion ?”” was, ‘ Ah! 
ertainly I will! Itis the greatest ofall religions.”’ 
Yet I would like to venture one step further still 
and suggest to you that from wl atever view point 
se regard creation whether of cirectly Ccivine 
sigin, or indirectly divine through natural pro- 
eses—it is impossible to conceive the evolution 
f the world as a matter of pure acc ident, it must 
then be a matter of design. 

As Troward puts it : 

‘The physical history of our planet shows us 
first an incandescent nebula dispersed over vast 
infinitudes of space; later this condenses into a 
central sun surrounded by a family of glowing 
planets hardly yet consolidated from the plastic 
primordial matter; then untold mil 
lniums of slow geological formation; an earth 
peopled by the lowest forms of life, whether 
vegetable or mineral; from which crude beginnings 
a majestic, unceasing, unhurried, forward move- 
ent brings things stage by stage to the condition 
m Which we know them now. Looking at this 
steady progression it is clear that, however we 
may conceive the nature of the evolutionary 
pinciple, it unerringly provides for the continual 
advance of the race.”’ 

Which reminds us of a stanza from an individual 
who must have been considering the universe 
fom an almost identical angle. It seems to me 
to help us as members of a scientific profession 
who come across, in our daily work, many exper- 
knces which appear at first sight to conflict with 
orthodox theology) to feel in unison with others 
who may happen to contemplate the same things 
rom a totally different angle.

Meptal Patients. 

I entirely agree with the writer of the article ‘‘ The 
Care and Cure of, Mental Illness” in the opinion that 
more individual treatment and attention would be 
advantageous in the case of convalescent patients in 
Institutions for mental cases 

I have knowledge of one case at least whom I visit 
constantly, and who is very well looked after in a general 
way, a clever well-educated man with refined and cul- 
tured tastes, almost well. He has a great wish to play 
tennis, and there is a nice court available, but as the 
man is very reserved and unwilling to put himself forward 
he has never played or tried to play a game of tennis 
during the years he has been in the Institution, although 
each summer he has had the wish. If there were anyone 
to enquire if he liked the game or to suggest that he may 
play (which may be advisable in all cases of those not 
playing), and #0 ‘ draw out ”’ his inclinations, it may end 
in his enjoying a very healthful exercise 

In another case that I know of, a convalescent patient 
very fond of music, with a beautiful voice, had some songs 
brought to the Institution by a relative in the hope of 
her getting the chance of singing sometimes At a 
concert held, one of her favourite songs was sung, and 
in conversation with one of the officials, she mentioned

ONTRACTED pelvis has always been the 

C condition most frequently calling for 

Cesarian Section, and whatever pros and 

cons may be argued with regard to such conditions 

as eclampsia and placenta previa, there would 

appear to be no question about it being the only 

rational treatment whenever there is a child in 

the uterus, whose head cannot be made to engage 
the pelvic brim. — 

From the practical standpoint it is desirable 
to consider separately the case of the first labout 
and of subsequent labours. 

Of course, when a primipara is obviously 
deformed or when on vaginal examination the 
sacral promontory is palpably over-prominent 
when, in the language of the text books, the true 
conjugate diameter is less than 3} inches—every- 
one is agreed that Cesarian Section should be 
suggested to the patient. 

But such cases are rare. Whereas it is far 
fom uncommon to meet with trouble during 
labour in women who appear externally to have 
normally roomy pelves, and whose sacral promon- 
tory has not been noted to be unduly prominent 
—very possibly alas! in a goodly proportion of 
cases because nO Measuring examination has been 
attempted. 

In some of these cases there will be an actually 
contracted pelvis, in others there will be relative 
smallness of the pelvis owing to the child being 
bigger than normal. 

In either case the practitioner finds that after 
labour has been going on for some hours, no pro- 
gress has been made. Some surgeons prefer 
under such circumstances to do craniotomy (even 
When the child is definitely alive), rather than 
tun the risk of peritonitis after Casarian Section. 

Personally, I favour Section, after thorough 
preliminary disinfection of the vagina and with 
eventration of the uterus so that delivery is 
effected and the uterine incision closed extra- 
abdominally,. 

Munro-Kerr recommends delivering the child 
and suturing the uterine incision and then expelling 
the placenta per vaginam, so that the torn pieces 
of membranes which have been lying in the upper 
vagina are not brought into the uterus, but are 
pushed down and the vagina swabbed by the 
placenta in its delivery. ‘ 

I have not done this: to do so is to prolong the 
operation, and the cases I have lost have died 
from shock and hemorrhage. Although in almost

believe most advance can be made, and muc] 
can be done by careful consideration when a 


second confinement has to be faced by a woman

Premature Labour v. Czsarian Section. 


[f premature labour is chosen, the primary 
infantile mortality will be rather greater and in 
addition, the premature infant will require more 
rearing and is less likely to grow up strong and 
healthy. 

If Czsarian Section is chosen the risk to the 
mother is, I believe, even under ideal conditions 
slightly greater than with premature delivery. 

I should be inclined to say then : if the relative 
pelvic contraction was very moderate and par- 
ticularly if it appeared to be due to abnormally 
large liead rather than to definitely small pelvis ; 
if the mother is young enough to be likely to 
bear other children ; and if her circumstances 
will enable her to give her infant the extra care 
required for a premature baby, the thing to advise 
is premature labour three to four weeks before 
term. 

On the other hand, if at the first labour delivery 
by forceps was impossible or only possible with 
gross injury to child or to maternal passages or 
to both; ;if the woman is nearing the menopause 
and is keen to have a living child, and if she has 
not the wherewithal to give extra care to a prema- 
ture infant I should favour Cesarian Section. 

Done at term under Hospital conditions and 
by a surgeon accustomed to abdominal operations 
the mortality of Casarian Section is something 
like one to two per cent.; small but not so free 
from danger as to warrant us undertaking it 
where it is unnecessary, although it is not uncom- 
mon for a woman who has had a Cesarian Section 
to express the desire that she may have all het 
children that way.

Cow’s milk contains an excess of protein; when diluted 
it is deficient in fat.
